It’s back to the drawing board for the City of 
Boyne City, as commissioners faced vocal op- 
position to a proposed special assessment. dis- 
trict last Tuesday night. 

Commissioners voted 3-2 to refer the issue 
back to staff for further research on options to 
defray the costs of the $900,000 project, which 
consists of infrastructure improvements on 
Court, Lynn, Newton, Larch, and Miller streets. 
The project includes installation of sewer, wa- 
ter, storm sewer, Streets, and a water booster sta- 
tion, to allow for the development of several lots 
in that area. 

According to property owners in the proposed 
“Miller Street Special Assessment District,” 
however, asking the owners of adjacent proper- 
ties, many of whom already have water and 
sewer services, to pay for the improvements is 
simply out of line.

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Wilson Twp gas leak 
leads to evacuations 


A natural gas leak in Wil- 
son Township over the 
weekend had several resi- 
dents evacuated from their 
homes until work crews 
could fix the problem. 

At approximately 10:25 
im. on Saturday, Sept. 27, 
the Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Office and the 
Hast Jordan Fire Depart- 
ment were dispatched to 
the report of a major natu- 
ral gas leak in Wilson 
Township, according to 
Charlevoix County Sheriff 


George T. Lasater. Emer- 
gency responders to the 
scene, located on Rogers 
Road approximately 300 
feet west of Bergmann 
Road, found that an under- 
ground transmission tine 
carrying a brine mixture 
containing raw natural gas 
from a well site had rup- 
tured and was bubbling up 
through the ground. 
Deputies and firefighters 
closed off the roads lead- 
ing to the area and asked 
the occupants of several 


nearby residences to volun- 
tarily evacuate until main- 
tenance workers could shut 
down the damaged pipe- 
line, 


Area residents were al-. 


lowed to return to their 
homes after approximately 
one and a half hours. 

The well is owned by 
DTE Energy.

Please take a moment to think about your ideas and 
beliefs about domestic abuse. Do you believe in the myths 
or are you speaking out on the facts? 

Many people have the idea that domestic abuse is about 
couples brawling on a Saturday night. Many also believe 
that domestic abuse is rare and, if it does occur, it ts a 
one-time incident. The truth about domestic abuse is that 
it is not rare. In fact, approximately one-third of Ameri- 
can women report being physically or sexually abused by 
their husband or boyfriend. Domestic abuse is a contin- 
ued and deliberate effort of one person to maintain con- 
trol over their intimate partner. 

Another myth is that domestic abuse only occurs in poor, 
uneducated, and dysfunctional homes. The fact is domestic 
abuse crosses all class, educational, and social boundaries. 

Alcohol] and drug use are many times blamed for do- 
mestic abuse — substance abuse is not a cause for abusive 
behavior, instead it’s another excuse batterers use to jus- 
tify their actions. 

Many people believe that a woman who is being abused 
must like the abuse if she is not leaving the home. The 
truth is that there are many physical, emotional, and eco- 
nomic challenges a woman faces in escaping an abusive 
relationship. 

Some people believe that women are just as abusive as 
men. The reality is that the majority of domestic abuse 
(95 percent) is perpetrated by men. As a community, we 


need to hold these men accountable for their abusive be- ° 


havior. 

With strong community support and belief in the facts 
about domestic abuse, together we can make homes safe 
for women and children.

Petition to be circulated in Special 
Assessment issue in Boyne City 


TO THE EDITOR: 


It could happen to you ....in Boyne City 

On Sept. 12, a small group of homeowners on Court 
Sireet, in Boyne City, opened their mail and discovered 
they had received a Special Assessment, which would 
provide $900,000 to fund a development north of Court 
Street. The homeowners have city water: a paved street 
and some of them have city water while others have fairly 
new septic systems. 

The 14 homeowners’ assessments totaled $298,000 and 
they ranged from $5,400 to $58,000! Because of the in- 
justice of the high assessments and lack of information, 
from the:city, the homeawners felt compelled to hire an 
attomey. He assisted them in drawing up a petition stat- 
ing that we opposed the Special Assessment District. 100 
percent of the homeowners signed the petition, which was 
presented to the Boyne City Commissioners during a Sept. 
23 public hearing. 

During the Sept. 23 hearing, the Commissioners lis- 
tened to emotional! stories from young families, retirees 
and other citizens about the unfair financial burden this 
assessment would cause, their inability to pay these bills 
and the anxiety and worry they have fett since receiving 
the assessment. Yet, the Boyne City Commissioners chose 
not to defeat the proposal and seek alternate means of 
financing the project. Instead, they chose to table the pro-

Well, readers were certainly on the mark this week, with a large number re- 
sponding to last week’s Backward Glance query, “Can you place it?” Indeed, you

The first to respond was Boyne City’s Rex Judkins, who correctly identified the 
location as the trailer park at what is now Veterans Memorial Park in Boyne City, 
on the shores of Lake Charlevoix. According to Rex, the park used to accommo- 
date between 25 and 75 trailers during the summer months. 

Also an early respondent was Eleanor Sutliff, who noted that the “tourist” park 


existed at the waterfront in the 1940s and 1950s. 


Several others also responded with correct identifications, though one in par- . 
ticular is of note, coming from Hylon J, Heaton, II of Flint, who wrote: 
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posal (3 to 2 vote) for further investigation and discus- 
sion leaving these distressed homeowners with no defi- 
nite answers regarding these high assessments. 

A few citizens posed questions regarding future assess- 
ments and whether this will become standard operating 
procedure for funding other projects. No answers were 
forthcoming and another public hearing has been sched- 
uled for Tuesday, Oct.14, 2003 at 7 p.m. in Boyne City 
Hall. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 17, the commission advertised 
their intent to seek $900,000 in bonds to fund the project. 
So, it is critical that you mark your calendar for this pub- 
lic hearing so you will understand the power that the 
Boyne City Commissioners now hold over your future. 
Special assessments may become a new revenue source 
for the city government if they approve this project. 

Within the next few weeks, you may be asked to sign a 
petition, calling for a referendum vote on the issue of 
whether the City of Boyne City should establish a Spe- 
cial Assessment called the “Miller Street Special Assess- 
ment.” We need to present these signatures by Nov. 1, 
2003 to make certain this proposal is placed before the 
voters.

Fox guarding 
the henhouse in 
regard to county 
water protection 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Counties and townships can no longer look to the State 
to protect their natural resources. While at one time the 
State of Michigan modeled environmental protection of 
the land and water, the state has passed the burden of regu- 
lation to focal units of government. 

Unfortunately, many counties and townships do not 
have the will, the resources or the expertise to craft and 
enforce legislation that will protect these resources. 

The state allows county ordinances to be more restric- 
tive than the state minimal rules. This is good news to 
counties, townships and municipalities who have unique 
resources and the desire to protect them. 

In Charlevoix County, our globally rare trout streams 
and our lakes and rivers need protection from the devel- 
opment practices that destroyed the natural resources to 
the south of us. 

The Charlevoix Soil and Water Conservation District 
wrote the first Sedimentation and Stormwater Ordinance 
in 1998, but the Best Management Practices they required 
have been largely deleted. Unfortunately, misguided short 
term development and real estate interests and the 
Charlevoix County Commissioner’s appointments to com- 


;,Mittees, have steadily eroded protection of sensitive lands, 


greenbelts and buffers along wetlands, creeks and rivers. 
Today, the developmental community who is to be regu- 
lated by the ordinance writes and revises the Ordinance, 
In Charlevoix County, the fox was charged with guarding 
the hen house. 

The recently published 2001 ordinance is inadequate. 
In October the Stormwater Ordinance will be reviewed 
by the same board that has worked to erode resource pro- 
tection. It is vital that those who want to see Charlevoix’s 
resources protected become informed and involved.

Fitzpatrick, who owns two 
lots in the proposed district, 
“We're not against [the] de- 
velopment, we just don’t 
want to fund it.”

The proposed assess- 
ament on Hayner's property 
is $35,768. 

The commissioners, for 
their part, voiced concern 
for the amounts of the pro- 
posed assessments. and 
noted that until the week 
prior, they had no knowl- 
edge of what the amounts 
of the special assessments 
would be. 

In addition, said commis- 
sioner Vicki Standen, “my

now twice as much as we 
expected... I'm for the 
development if it’s feasible 
financially. We're trying to 
meet the needs of everyone 
and obviously [the pro- 
posed assessment] isn't the 
solution. We need to try to 
come up with a better solu- 
tion,” 

‘Commissioner Ron 
Grunch went so far as to 
Sanction a “public apology” 
to the property owners in 
question. “The apology is 
that we didn't have a better 
process to communicate 
with, to establish costs.” 
Grunch went on to note that 
the City “routinely replaces 
streets throughout the city 
and there's no special as- 
sessment to [other] folks.
